NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20lh November 1952 

S.R.O. 1947 — In exercise of tne puweis cunieuea on me by sub-cJause (1) of 
clause 3 of the Cotton Control Order, 1950, I hereby direct that the following further 
amendments shall be made in the Textile Commissioner's Notification No. S.R.O. 
1785, dated the 23rd Oi tober, 1952, namely.— 

1. In paragraph 4 — 

(i) In clause (a) — 

(a) after the words ‘it also includes” the marks, letter and figure “ ‘H.420’ ” 

shall be inserted. 

(b) after the words “contained in tiie definition oi such cotton in clauses” the 

brackets and letters “(aa)” shall be inserted. 

(ii) After clause (a) the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(aa) “Hr420” means cotton recogrrsed as such and grown in the districts 
of Nimar. Akola Amraoti. Yeotmal, Wardha, Nagpur, Chanda, 
Chhindwara and Hoshangabad of Madhya Pradesh, provided th^. area 
in which the cotton has been grown lias been protected under the 
Cotton Transport Act, 1923 (Act III of 1923), the seeds required for 
sowing have been duly approved and supplies by the Agricultural 
Department of that State and the pioduce has been certified by the 
same Department as being “H 420”.” 

(iii) For clause (i) the following clause shall be substituted, namely:-- 

“(i) “Laxmi” means cotton recognised as such and grown in Dharwar, 
Belgaum, Bijapur. North Satara, South Satara and Kolhapur Districts 
of the Bombay State and included “M A i” grown m the Mysore State, 
provided the areas in which the cotton has been grown have been 
protected under the Cotton Ti an -port Act, 1923 (Act III of 1923) or the 
Mysore Cotton Control Act, 1942 (Act No. XII of 1942), the seeds 
required for sowing have been duly approved and supplied by the 
Agricultural Department of the State concerned and the produce has 
been certified by the same Department as being “Laxmi” or “M.A 5” as 
the case may be ” 

(iv) In clause (1) for the words, letter and brackets “which does not conform 
to the proviso contained in the definition of such cotton in clause (m) of this para- 
graph” the following shall bo substituted, namely:— 

“which is not excluded from this notification by sub-paragraph (8) of para- 
graph 3 above.” 
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2, (a) In schedule “A”, after the entry "Laxml 1 ’, the following entry shall be 
added, namely:—

(b) In Note 2 the following Items shall be added: 

‘‘(xvii) H.420 — Rs. 50 per candy over H.420 of column 1. 

(xvili) M.A.5. — Rs, 50 per candy over Laxml of column 1.
